I Carey house. All of theHRloged vic- 
tims died within 11 mouths,' and the 
police allege that Airs. Carey bene- 
fited by their deaths to the extent of 
$1,000 through the collection of insur- 
ance. The woman's, arrest, followed 
an investigation made iuto the deaths 
of her two children, which occurred 
last week, the coroner's physician re- 
porting that 
un analysis of their 


stomachs showed truces of arsenic. 


According to Captain of Dete'ctivs's 


Donaghy it was learned that the chil- 
dren were insured for $125 each, and 
that Mrs. Carey collected this amount 
after their.deaths. The police officials 
say they learned that the woman had 
secured rat poison, and en further In- 
vestigation ir was found that Patrick 
and Cecelia Cook, brother and sister, 
who lived with Mrs., Carey, had died 
within a, few months under suspicious i 
circumstances.

Miss Cook! had been the lessor of 


the. hbiise and Mrs. 'Carey; was a 'tea- 
ant. The police .offlcialS'say that Miss 
Cook was insured '.for $£00 in favor of 
Patrick Cook, her'-brother, and that 
on Aug. 13 she.'died..Patrick had beo-a 
insured'.for $500;in,fav.6r of his sister.
